WAR IN TIBET 


Nepalese | Invasion Re- 
B ahood tobe Serious - 


“ TENSE’ SITUATION, hie 


"Steps to be Taken‘to “oait 
Foreign Encroachment. 


Chungking, Yesterday. 
Because of the tense situation 
in Tibet, Genera] Liu Halang, tho 
C.1.C. of Szechuen, has circulated 
n telegram. in which hoe calls 


attention to the intefnal war in 
the province during the past 
years, involving the people in a 
state .of calamity and preventing 
the authorities from effectively 
checking foreign encroachment. 

The Nepalese invasion into 
Tibet appears to be daily grow- 
ing serious and threatening Si- 
kong, on the border of Szechuen, 
and, unless the menaco is crush- 
Jed Szechuen will have no pence. 
He therefore proposes to call a 
military conference at Kanyang, 
to be attended by all military 
leaders, 80 ag to settle all disputes 
among themselves and, at the 
same time, to reorganise forces to 
wo to- the rescue of Tibet. 


The Kwangsai War 
Canton, Yesterday. 


Interviewed at Wuchow, Gencral 
LI Yang-king, of the 63rd Divi- 
sion, who returned from tho front 
on March 12, intimated that the 
rebels in Kwothsien and Kwoiping 
are being surrounded by the 
loyal forces, while flvo regiments 
under General Pel Heung-hal, ata- 
tioned olong Linchow and Kwei- 
lin, nre continually being pressed 
by the Hunan armies. Tho robel's 
line of communications in his 
opinion wHl shortly bo Intersect- 
ed by the combined forcos of tho 
Gth Route Army and the 4th Routo 
Army.

MEETING 


Interesting developments in the fleld of long-distance telephony 
in South Chinn were foreshadowed by Mr. J. Scott Harston, Chair- 
man of the Hong Kong Telephone Company, Ltd., at the annual 


meeting yesterday. 


“Very delinite progress," he said, “had been made towards the 
installation of a Trunk Telephone service to Canton, and, subject to 
Govertiment approval, the service would be inaugurated in about ono 


year from date, 


‘There would be 24 lines, to be carried in'n specini 


underground cable, and the service would be on ‘a no-delay basis. 


TRUNK LINE 


The Chairman made the further 
interesting announcement that In 
due course a triink line to Swatow 
and other points might be expected, 
so full of possibilities was the situa- 
tlon in) South China for  long- 
distance telephony, 

Referring to the installation of 
the new automatic system, the 
Chairman’ regretted that there had 
been some delay, owing to the late 
arrival of portions of the equip- 
ment, The Contractor now as- 
sured the Company, however, that 
the system would be tested. and 
ready for operation by the last week 
in April 

Ags regards finances, the Directors 
had dccided, in view of the heavy 
outlay In niaking the change-over, 
that a eall of $2.60 per share should 
be made on partly-paid- shares on 
June 30 next. It was desired to 
keep the subseription rates at the 
present level, notwithstanding the 
expense of the changes—Dbut this 
devision would largely depend upon 
the results obtained under the 
Automatic system. 

The Chairman asked the Com- 
pany’s subseribers, and the general 
public, to co-operate with the Com- 
pany’ to ensure the smooth working 
of the new system, urging them to 
note carefully the instruetions 
issued, and also that the demonstra- 
tion models set up by the Company 
be visited and thoroughly studied.

ja obtained after deducting $195,- 
681.90 for Depreciation; $33,960.00 
for payment to Government of 
Royalties, as required by the Tele- 
phone Ordinance; and $474.67 for 
writing off bad debts.

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BANKING LAW 


The Banker and His 
“ Customer ” 


Bankers generally undorstand 
constitution of their own 
banks, and shareholders In‘ bank- 
ing companies can obtain the 
knowledge which concerns them 
ase to those companies; but the 
customers, who are a large class, 
usually acceyit the bank as an 
existing Institution, and chicily 
want to know the range of faci- 
lilies the bank has to place at 
their disposal and the law which 
governs, thelr dealings -with the 
banker. Decisions of the courts 
nnd alyo legislation from time to 
time qualify conditions, and to 
meet such circumstances text 
hooks on the aubject have periodi- 
ely to be revised. 

One of the most famous of these 
text books is “The Law of Bank- 
ot & Customer,” first published in 
W569 (by the Iate Mr. James 
Walter Smith, LL.D.), a néw edi- 
lion of which—making the 2th 
thousand—is now provided by Mr. 
R. Borregaard, M.A... barrister-at- 
jaw (Effingham Wilson, 6s.). 

In addition to a review of the 
history and constitution of the 
different sorts of banks, the Edi- 
tor gives a plain statement ef the 
law and of the various decisions 
Which have been made of late 
yenrs in elucidation ‘of special 
points. The book is therefore of 
usd and value both to students of 
law and of banking, as well as to 
the large and daily increasing 
tlasa who keep banking accounts.

The tone of Mr. Lippineott’s re- 
marks, however, was not so pes- 
simistic as some of the headline 
writers would lead their renders 
to believe. For he pointed out 
that “the crude and ephemeral 
will always fall by the wayside.” 
Other publishers at the. conven- 
tion thought the sale of classics 
continued normal, 

Now, the populirity 
ax such should cause no alarm. 
Fiction is not, by definition, 
worthless. Has the “Iliad’ intlu- 
enced mankind less than the “Re« 
public,” or “Hamlet than the 
“Short History of the English 
People’? The important question 
is not “Do you rend fiction?” but 
“What fiction da you read?” 

The Publishers Weekly believey 
that the total of fletion is swell- 
edoby mystery and detective 
stories, which have enjoyed 2 
vogue of late. No doubt; but it's 
only a vogue. Far more signifi- 
cant, probably, is the list of best- 
sellers for 1929. The fifteen best 
selling works of fiction inelude 
only one mystery story. They in- 
clude three war stories, and of 
these “AH Quiet on the Western 
Front” hends the list for the year. 
The general average of the list is 
reasonably high. None of these 
fifteen novels could be dismissed 
offhand as trash, The most 
popular include some of the best.

ment in. bookmaking. The Ameri- 
can Institute of Graphic Arts is 
plaving on exhibition from Febru- 
ary 5 to 28 in the New York 
Publie Libri its eighth annual 
selection of ‘ ty Books of the 
Year" outstanding for beauty of 
design.

THE SHORT STORY 


A Modern Form of 
Literary Art 


The short story as we know it is 
Pa distinctively modern form of 
Ilterary art. The Italian “novelle” 
of the fourteenth’ and fifteenth cen- 
tures are Its predecessors rather 
than its ancestors; for the tradi- 
tlon of Boccaccio, both in Italy and 
In France, can scarcely be said to 
have outlived thk Renalssance, 

Practically: then n fresh start was 
made within very recent times; 
since Balzac hardly belongs to the 
main line of development, we may 
regard de Maupassant as the father 
of ‘the modern short story. And in 
Britain, so young is the art, we still 
have_ living the first eminent 
English writer, Mr. Kipling, whose 
reputation is primarily based on his 
short stories. 

_ It is an. extremely exacting form 
of literature. Its length practically 
limits it te the narration of a single 
vpiyede; but the context of that 
episode has to be sufficiently suy- 
gested to maintdin fllusion; and a 
very. few strokes must suffice to 
indicate character, yet must achieve 
thelr purpose with all the clarity 
that we expect to be attained by the 
more Iclaurely methods of the novel. 

The success of our generation {in 
this difficult form of writing may 
well become its chief claim to dis- 


tinction in the literary histories of 


the future. o

Never- 
theless, the fact remains that the 
primitive Jewish Christian com- 
munity and to some extent the carly 
Gentile community stood right out- 
side the world of thelr day, absorb- 
ed in) rapt communion. with an 
unseen Lord whom they expected 
shortly to return in the flesh, and 
regarding the ordinary occupations, 
arts, sciences, and pleasures of con- 
temporary’ society in a spirit of 
sheer detachment. It has been sux- 
gested that St. Peter, if one contd 
have talked with him, would have 
gliown comparatively little interest 
In everyday ethics, and much more 
in the-Second Advent.

Christianity As World Renouncing 
GHURCHMAN’S VIEWS

factor of persecution was removed, 
and the Church not only began to 
recelve large masses of Imperfectly - 
converted Gentiles Into’ her bosom, 
but to soften her moral ‘require: + 
menta to meet their needs, Ascotic- 
ism no doubt grew and developed in 
order to supply the moral apice 
which persecution had hitherto pro- 
vided. St. Paul's injunctions about 
‘enduring hardness, ‘bludgeoning 
one’s body,’ and ‘Ileavenly cltizen- 
ship’ werg not foryotten, nor is it 
necurnte to say that in the actual 
teaching of Jesus Himself there was 
no place for the world-renouncing 
element. The absolute call to 
poverty, wandering, and unworldly 
eervice is clear and unmistakable, 
even though it Is not expected that 
all should respond to it. James 
also insists on the importanee of 
keeping: one’s self ‘unspotted from 
the world’ and the Johannine 
Christ prays not that His disciples 
should be taken out of the cosmos, 
but that they should be kept from 
the evil of the cosmos. The call 
wns clear. Many certainly did 
respond. The Empire of the first 
four centuries was for a large per 
centage of its citizena a rather dull 
and hard-hearted and, hopeless 
environment,  henvily-taxed; and 
they were glad to geek Soteria in 
renouncing it. The world-renounc- 
ing clement, therefore, continues in 
the Church as an important factor 
in apile of the fact that the ethical 
teachers of the Gentile world into 
which our religion crossed over 
were by no means themselves all 
advocates of naceticiam, though. of 
course some of them were. 
Position of the Church in 314 
Let me new quote some extracts 
from the Apedeiris of Eusebiua, 
which 1 think show the position of 
the Church about the time of tho 
Council of Nicnea as clearly as those 
of any writer. The Apodeixis 
would seem to have been written 
between the years 314 and 318, 

(1) The disciples, accommodat- 
ing their teaching to the minds of 
the people, according to the Mas- 
ster’s will, delivered on the one 
hand to these who “were able to 
receive it the teaching given by 
the Perfect Master to thoga who 
rose above human nature; while 
on the other side of the tenching 
that which they considered was 
suitable to men still in the world 
of passion and needing treatment; 
and 4o they accommodated them- 
selves fo the weakness of the 
majority, and handed over to 
them to keep, sometimes in writ- 
ing and sometimes by unwritten 
ordinances, that which wag to be 
observed by them. Two ways of 
life were thus given by the law 
of Christ to his Chureh. Tho 
one is above nature and beyond 
common human living; it admits 
not marriage, child-bearing, pro« 
perty, nor the posseasion of 
wealth, but wholly and perman- 
ently separate from the common, 
customary life of mankind, it de- 
votes itaclf to the service of God 
alone, in its wenlth of heavonly 
love. And they who enter on this” 
course appear to die to the life of 
mortals, to bear with them 
nothing = carthly but thelr 
body, — and in mind and. 
apirit to have passed to 
henven. Like some celestini be- 
ings they ynze upon human life, 
performing the duty of/a priest- 
hood ta Almighty God for tho 
whole race .... Such’then fa tha 

. perfect form of the Chriatiun life. 
And the other more humble, more 
human, permits men to join tn 
pure nuptials and to produce chil- 
dren, to undertake government, to 
give orders to soldiera fighting for 
right; it allows them to have 
minds for farming, for trade, and 
the other more secular Interests, 
as well as for rellglon: and It is 
for them that times of retredt and 
instructlon, and daya for hearing 
sacred things, are set aport. And 
n kind of accondary grade of picty 
fa attributed to them, giving just 
auch help as auch lives require, 50 
that nll men, whether Grecks or 
Barbarians, have thelr part In the 
comJng of salvation and profit by 
the teaching of the Goapel.

Protection of Children 


: ‘g ; ; 

O those who'have the welfare of children at heart it is gratifying 

to learn that the newly formed Socicty gives-every promise of 

defying the pessimists who, at the time of the inaugural meeting, 

professed scepticism of any such movement unless as a sop to 
Downing Street in regard to the mui tsai problem. 

Mui-tsai or no mui-tsai, the fact remains that there is ample 
scope in this Colony for a Society conducted on the lines. of the 
National Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children in the 
Home-land. One’ has only to pay an occasional visit to the Magis- 
tracics to see the numbers of homeless lads who come'tip as juvenile. 
offenders to realise that very, very little is being done to prevent re- 
cidivism or to teach them useful trades. Again, when summonses 
from the Sanitary Department are being dealt with, one learns some- 
thing of the appalling housing conditions which exist in the Colony 
and of the immense number of persons who live on the border line 
of starvation, Under such conditions suffering by children seems 
inevitable, thus demonstrating that there is indeed ample scope for 
the Society’s efforts here, quite apart from any cases of flagrant 
negléct or cruelty. : 

We commend the Society for its very early recognition of the 
Press a8 a means of keeping the general public informed of the pro- 
gress that has been made since the inaugural meeting convened by 
His Excellency Sir Cecil Clementi. There can be no doubt that the 
sucecss of any useful and humanitarian organisation of this nature 
must depend to an enormous extent on the publicity which it can 
obtain through the sympathetic. interest of the Press. We under- 
gtand that the Director of the N.S.P.C.C. at Home states that that 
body is more and more reallsing the necessity of keeping its aims be- 
fore the public through the medium of the Press. It is useless to have 
n Society of this nature unless the public knows, firstly, the evils 
which it desires to remedy; secondly, the fact that there is such a 
Society specially designed to remedy thogo evils; and, thirdly, how a 
member of the public, knowing of thie ‘existence of any of the evils, 
can proceed to‘set the Society’s machinery in motion. . : 

It may be that here—as at Home—there may be formed in the 
near future, district Sub-Committees whose objective will be to en- 
sure that every’ person in the areca knows the Society's alms anf 
how to secure the service.of tho Society and its inspectors once the 
latter have been appointed. But, as is well pointed out in the official 
communication from the Society published elsewhere in thia issuo, 
further funds are urgently necddd to enable the Society to commence 
Its work on a small scale. This appeal we cordially commend to all 
‘residents who do give more than a passing thought to the fate of 
the innumerable helpless children in our midst.

Eighty Years Ago 

. We look back oighty years. I 
will not tire you with a long story 
of the pnat but we must not fail 
to honour.to-day the name of Vin-+ 
cent Stanton who, with little to. 
oncournge him and in tho faco of 
obvious’ difiicuitias, cighty years: 
ago openod ao school in, St, Paul's 
Colloge for teaching English to 
Chinese boys In the hope that 
such a school might exert a good 
moral influence not only in Hong 
Kong but also on the mainland of 
China. 

How far his hopa was realised 
nona can tell, but It‘is certain 
that the school never grow to any. 
large proportions and {In 1876. 
Bishop Burdon tried the experi« 
ment of turning the College into 
a. Theological Training Class for 
British clergy. The attempt, how- 
ever, failed ond a boys’ achool 
was again opened. When Bishop 
Hoare came to this Doicese in 
1899 he closed the school and 
started a Theological Class for 
Chinese preachers which carricd 
on under the Rey. G, A, Bunbury 
untll it was transferred to Can- 
ton some ten years later. 

A “Coming of Age” 

The present school was opaned 
in March, 1909, at the speclal re- 
quest of Chinese friends who ap- 
preciated the good work boing: 
done by St, Stephen's College and 
desired to have a school on simi- 
Jar lines, but with lower fees, aot 
this end of the town, Thus wo 
are to-day celebrating the 21st 
birthday of tho present re-con- 
stituted school, 

The .school opened with two 
tenchers and sixteen boys, and 
the close, of thé year saw five 
teachers and 563 boys. The follow- 
Ing year the numbers were 
doubled and tho need of addl- 
‘tional class-room’ space led to our 
first extension scheme. Under 
the leadership of Sir Kal Ho-kal- 
and Dr, S. W. Tao the necessary 
funds soon enme In, headed by a 
generous ‘donation from Dr. Wu 
Ting-fang, -a former student of St. 
Paul's College in ita early days. 

Further Extensions 

In October, 1911, the new block 
was ready, consisting of a two- 
storey building with ao Collage 
Chapel above and a number of 
class rooms below. ‘Within a 
year the enrolment had increased 
to 300 and: the need for a second 
extension scheme  drose. Tha 
south wing of the old main block 
was pulled down and rebuilt on 
modern Hines adding onough class- 
room space to accommodate a total 
of 360. ' : 

From time to time during those 
years requests had come from 
boys who wished to be boarders, 
and an investigutlon revealed the 
fact that many were llving in an 
environment highly dangorous to 
both health and morals. A third 
extension scheme was‘ launched 
and fn 1919 a three-storey hostel 
was completed at a cost of ovar, 
$80,000 with accommodation for 
noar| 0 staff and boys and rev- 
eral ‘extra clasa rooms. In 1928 
n fourth extension: was mado 
when somo old servants’ quarters 
were sdemolished and a gym 
‘nasium, with three class rooms 
pbove, was erected in tholr place. 

The fifth extension, and last, 
was made in 1926 whon the Col- 
loge Ghapcl was enlarged and a 
physica Inboratory ndded below. 
Thus In theso 21 yenra a sum of 
no Teas than $160,000 haa beon 
raleed and expended on oxtonsion 
schemes alone.

Since 
1919 the school has been on the 
grvant-In-ald Hat-and = the annual 
visit of the Inspector of English 
Schools has invariably resulted in 
n satisfactory report. 

Sports Activitics 


Neither does time pormit mo to 
say much about our sports, much 
as I should like to do so, for we 
have stressed their importance 
from the very opening day, not 
only for their . health-giving vir- 
tues but also for the good moral 
training that they bring with 
them, 

‘On the footoball field St. Paul’s 
College in well represented on 
both’ the South China and China 
Athletic teams. Many of the 
good tennis playera in the Chin- 
ose Recreation Club learned their 
first strokes in the school yard. 
In athletic sports we have had 
our Annual Sports Day ever since 
1911 and in the Intor-Schook 
Sporta of recent years we have 
won the shield, presented by His 
Mxcellency Sir Roginald Stubbs, 
three times out of six. Volley 
ball and basket ball have both 
been taken up with great enthu- 
siuusm. We have won the firat 
basket ball shield outright, and 
hold the trophies of all three divi- 
sions of the Volley-ball League, 
having won the Junior outright 
last year and those for the Senior 
and small-boys divisions outright 
this year. 

Spreading Branches 


Like all healthy plants, the 
school has from time to time acnt 
out shoots which have themselves 
jrown into vigorous life, 


(1) In 1914 there was a strong feel- 
ing chiefly amongst the, members 
of our Chinese Church that a 
ssehool for girls was sorely need» 
ed at our‘end of the town and 
so St. Paul's Girls’? School was 
opened ina small way in Caine 
Nond with Mixs Kathleen Stewart 
(Mra, Martin) as the first hend 
mistress, Two yenrs later Miss 
Katie Woo was invited to take 
“charge and how that school has 
grown und prospered needs none 
of my telling. 

The need for a night school for 
the poorer boys diving in the 
neighbourhood of St. Paul's Col- 
lege impressed — itself on the 
minds of some of the boarders in 
the hostel in 1919 and a free 
nigh’ “nol was opened in the 
College premises and has con- 
tinued ever since wilh an enrol- 
ment of about one hundred, It 
has involved considerable sneritice 
on the part of dts teachers, es- 
pecially when school examinations 
were drawing nigh, but I feel 
that this very fact has been one 
af the elements that has made 
the night school n ren) aseet to 
the College. 

A visit. by some -of us to Aber- 
deen in 1016 led to the request 
by some of its lending inhabit. 
ants to open a school, and so a 
Vernacular Day = School = was 
started which hax continued to 
this dny, supported partly by a 
subsidy from the Education De- 
partment and partly from aub- 
acriptions from the boys of this 
school, 

Again In 1919 a similar call camo 
from the village of Tai Hang. 
Cnuseway Bay, nnd ao frae Day 
Sezhool has been kept going’ there 
ever since, supported in the sanmo 
way. 

When the reclamation work at 
Kowloon was well on its way, the 
importance of school to meet 
the educationnl needs of the town 
that was to be, was carly felt. 
Through the good offices of Dr. 
8. W. Tso two gencrotin donations 
were given by the Inte Mr. Au 
Chak-mun and Mr. Mok Kon- 
kang, who thus have glyen_ their 
names to the rchool which, by 
taking the third syllable in each 
name, ia known os Munsang Col- 
lege. Opened in 1926 under the 
charge of Mr. Rufus IIlwang, it 
has prospered greatly, and today 
has an enrolment of over 200 
atudenta and lnrt yenr proved ita

During 
these past 21 years nearly 4,000 
boys havo passed through the 
achool and are to ba found In all 
purts of the world. An “Old 
Boys" Union has been In oxist- 
once for many yoara but In a more 
or tesa dormant condition.. As 
part of our presont colebration « 
“special “round-up” has boen mado 
with an “Old Roys’’ dinner and 
an “Old Boys?’ Club in view. 

It fa hardly an exaggeratioh to 
sny that ong cannot enter any 
office, bank or business establish. 
ment in this Colony without o 
look of recognition and smile of 
welcome from somo “Old Boy.” 
Many have already made a mirk 
In the world. If montion just at 
random the head of a large firm 
in Shanglial, fhe manager of a 
Bank In Canton, seven who aro 
now in the medical profession; of 
last year’s graduates from the 
Hong Kong Universlty four were 
“Old Boys.” In educntional. work 
we have a head master of a 
school’ in Canton, ‘another © in 
Shanghai, and an Inspector of 
Schools ‘in Singapore. Of tho 
staff in our achool eleven are “Old 
Boys" .and others are teachers In 
differont parts of the world, in- 
cluding Church schools In Borneo 
and far off Now Zealand. 

This leads mo to my Afth 
point:— : 

Christian Activities 


The ordination of one’ of our 
“Old Boys,” just this month, Is 
still fresh in ‘our memories, ro- 
minding us of the real motive 
that actuated Vincent Stanton 
more thin 80 years ago to found 
thia College. It 
enuse of education that urged him 
on but the hope that this school 
might exert a truly Christian in- 
fluence In Chinn. It was a task 
that called for the utmost patience 
and faith, Bishop Burdon frank- 
ly confessed to defeat, finding the 
call to a mercantile life too ate 
tractive to the students of hia 
day. We can thank God that we 
live In other days, Already eight 
of our “Old Boys" have entered 
Theological College to read for 
Holy Orders and we are expecting 
that others will soon follow in 
thelr steps, A life of unselfish 
service for others is the idoal held 
up before our boys and opportun- 
itles are given in such work ag 
the night school, Church activities, 
while the senior ones have oppor- 
; tunities of speaking either In Sun- 
day sehool or prenching hall.

1931 | 


Revised regulations have: been pro- 
vinlonally approved far the Schneider 
neaplune contest pf 1931, If therdcis 
a challenge to Great Britain, the race 
will be held ‘over British waters 
ngain, most probably over the Solant. 

‘A meeting of the committeo of the 
Federation Acronoutlque Intornatlonalo 
was held in Paris recently and certain 
amendments proposed by the Royal 
Acro Club of Great Britain wero dis- 
cused. The chief change adopted is 
that both the navigability trials and.the 
aetual speed conteat shall be held on 
the same day, ns it ie felt that it ta 
taking too big risk, at any rate in Bri- 


| tnin, to expect to have sultable weather 


for two days running. Tho weathor 
waa pnrticularly fortunate Inst year, 
but such good conditions may not occur 
again, and arrangements for the raco 
would then be dislocated. It wan fur- 
ther deeided that ax the cost of the 
contest. ia now so high, the entrance 
fee should be raised in order to afford 
some gunranten that a nation putting 
forward an entry sorfously in- 
tended to compete nine months or a 
year Jater when the test came, Ac: 
ccordingly, entrics must be- accompanied 
by guarantee of 200,000f. (about 
£1,000), The committec also decided 
that the contest-must be held between 
June 1 and September 30. All these 
decisions are subject to ratification ot 
a full meeting of the Federation to be 
held in June. ° 

The present position is that Grent 
Britain, which holds the trophy, hna 
won it twice, and if ahe is successful 
in 1931 will win [t outright. Tho Air 
Ministry have withdrawn fram official 
participation in the contest, as thoy 
consider that private enterprise should 
now be able to carry on the burden;

Tho record is at present held by Siz

Mr. George M. Graham, Vico-President of the Willys-Overland 


‘Company and just recently put in charge of sales, 


delivered a. yery 


fine speech at the banguet of the National Automubile Chamber of 


Commerce held during New York .Show week. 


“Nineteen twouty-nine was such 
An eveutful yenr for our industry 
that I could ask no bottor' topic for 
thia occasion, Moreover, the in- 
eronsu in tho price of commoditics 
had = outstepped’ the purchasing 
powor of the wage earner, nnd #0 
thore dovoloped a situation when de- 
flation becume an economic necase 
silty and a patriotic obligation. 
When Mr. Ford cut his price in 
121, others had no cholee but to 
follow. : 

“Conditions are totally diferent 
ta-day.. Prices have been steadily 
going down. Labour has been pro- 
fitably employed, Industry has been 
prosperous and there are virtually 
no bank Jonns and Httle funded in- 
debtedneas in our country, Inven- 
torles are neither excessive nor 
over-priced. In cutting his prices 
ut this time, Mr, Ford has not been 
followed, ns was the case in 1921, 

“The fundamental stability of the 
country can hardly be brought Into 
aniestion, A = most unprecedented 
vollapso of stock vajucs has seen 
no pantie and few failures. 

“Alvan Maenuley has said that no 
slump can ‘ast long fn our business. 

~ We all know that some time within 
the first three months of this year 
booming trade is bound to reassert 
{tgelf, and we aro pressing forward 
with all our netivities, just as 
though that time were only days 
off. : 
Immediate Necessity 

“The immediate necessity is to 
yet the. public mind off the market. 
Our people have thought of little 
alse for the Inst five yoars. In the 
first nine months, we made a new 
record for snles and production. In 
the last quarter, we would have 
estublished a new record for cars 
In storage If the brakes had sot 
been fipplied in tlmo to stop St. 

“The stock market crash was not 
responsible for thia recession, ‘The 
slump was under way before securi- 
ties took thelr dive, but the end af 
the five year “Coolidge Bull Market" 
carries Lemporary consequences to 
our industry and to buainess In 
genernl, that cannot be Ignored. 
Nevertheless, there is no justifica- 
tion for pessimism or exaggeration. 

“Some ‘observers have attempted 
to draw a parallel between the con- 
ditions of 1921 and thoxe of to-day. 
This seems to me fallacious. 

“The slump of 1921 followed a 
period of unprecedented inflation. 
The productive processes of the 
world, and notubly of our own in- 
duatry, Had been spurred to the 
utmost to offset the war destruction. 
The greatest possible production of 
all the, world’s mills could not keep

“Mr. Cord puts his drive on the 
front of the car and another manu- 
faeturer puts his drive on dealer 
discounts, But i. is notable, that 
all manufacturers have remained

“Ours igs an industry not casily 
frightened. There is olwaya a 
chance for a comeback in this coun- 
try. Look at the Democratic party. 
‘It had reached a point where it was 
only vaguely remembered as a sort 
of a Southern secret society, with 
branches {in Massnchuactts and 
Thode Island. A little more than a 
yenr ngo it met the worst defeat fn 
its history in n campalgn that was 
particularly interesting to the auto- 
mobile industry, for some of our 
members played a foremost part.

- Business. Ethics Changed: 


“Business othics have undergone a 
great! change in the last twonty-flve 
years. Business was formorly moro 
secrotive and personal. -It did not 
have the high cthics of the present. 
Tho business man wanted all his 
profits. He -gave no concern to 
sharing with his employecs. He 
was against vacations, olther - for 
himself or his staff. He did not 
welcome visitors, . 

“Now we have a new typo of 
buainess man. The automobile and 
golf have won him to the open. Ho 
advocates recreation for-himself and 
his organisation. Ho has increased 
the rewards of his employees. Ho 
welcomes salesmen with a hearty 
hand. The7Wwar made him a figure 
in public affairs, He is a liboral 
contributor to civic projects. Ho 
hag the resillency of good health. 
Ye believes In himself, his busincss 
and his.country. Nothing stops 
him, for nothing can. 

Salesman Must Be Different 

“But the salesman who would sell 
to the 1930 busincas man must bo 
a different type from the old-time 
mixer, who concentrated on enter- 
tainment. We need salesmen with 
a knowledge of, their own and of 
competing products, Such men can 
always get a hearing. We need 
salesmen who will not be afraid to 
ask for the order, and salesmen who 
will work.as never before. 


“IT should like to warn salesmen 
that in 1980 there is one place they 
must avold. .I-do-not refer to the 
night club, the gambling house, or 
the spenk-casy. .I refer to a more 
insidious danger. 


“Tho man who would get orders 
this year must avoid his home. 

“I fully recognise the great dan-' 
ger of striking a blow at this much 
respected. Amerizan — institution. 
Like most of you gentlemen, I, too 
have made the supreme sacrifice and 
am married.’ J Know that froquont 
attendance at home is the best 
assurance of domestic harmony. 
But home is not o place to make 
money and in the present highly 
competitive market, the salesman 
must follow the business man where 
he is and, if need be, must work at 
night to keep pace with the cus- 
tomer. ; 


“I recoynise that there Is always 
a disposition to ‘kid’ the salesman. 
We trent with proper reapect the 
engineer, the man who deals in 
mysterics, We'defer to the works 
manager and we look with awe at 
the financier who provides the 
money for plant, material, salaries 
and advertising. But it has been 
our habit to denl rather flippantly 
with the salesman. We Indulge 
many a pleasantry at his expense. 
We mock his habit of arraying him- 
self like Solomon in all his glory. 
Wo. insist that he cares more about 
a linc of good stories than about 
specifications. We accuses him of 
violating tho Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and an over-keen appreciation 
of the moré or less frivolous mem- 
bers of the expensive sex. 

“The solesmaon doesn’t particular- 
ly resent this persifinye. He.1s the 
good sport of the Industry. He will 
hand a laugh or take 4 laugh. But, 
gentlemen, docs ‘such na viewpoint 
fairly appraise the contribution of 
the salesman to the commercial 
activities of our country? Should 
not the truth entch up with the 
Sent? 

“1 would like to show you the 
other side. I would Ike to make 
a just summary of the services of 
tho .worker who takes our goods to 
the public.

“Te it be sald, aa truly as may, 
that the labourer is worthy of his 
hire, may It not be sald with equal 
truth that the American salesman 
is worthy of his tribute for what 
he has done for our industry and 
for alt industry? I doubt not his 
ability to function in 1930. 

“But if the saleaman is to 
achleve, our policies must be right. 
Management must find the proper 
answer to questions of product, 
price, production schedules und 
dealer profits. 

“What must we do to make 1930, 
a good year? 1 believe that there 
is a more genuine couruge and eon- 
fidence in facing the facts and in 
secking practical remedies than to 
inslat that everything ts perfect and 
tu hide behind a barrage of exny- 
gerated ~and often, uneonvincing 
optimiam, 

“It is a fact that the problems of 
our industry are not identical to all 
companies, or to all retailers. One 
manufacturer will. sucesed with 
policies that would. be ruinous to 
competitors, One dealer will make 
money on product, volume, prices 
and discounts that will bring in the 
sheriff for another dealer. 

Certain Factors the Same 

“There are, however, certaln fae- 
tors that exert their influence on 
the trade as a whole. 

“Mr, Warren Grifith, president of 
the National Automobile Denters 
Agsociation was a welcome guest, at 
n recent sales meeting of National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
executives held in Detroit. Mr. 
Griffith, who is no radicu), but is a 
business man of sound economics, 
brought out strongly that most of 
the problems of the distributor and 
dealer result from a failure to keep 
production schedules and demand 
more eloscly in relation. An excess 
of enre means over-allowance on 
used cars to be taken in trade; it 
meuns an eventual sacrifice on new 
and used car prices. 

“Not all the fnult Hes with the 
manufacturer. Not all digtributors 
and dealers ure efficient. The re- 
tniler has definite obligations to the 
manufactuter, ‘He has been grant- 
ed a virtual retail monopoly within 
his territory and to him alone can 
the manufacturer look for business. 
Therefore, he must do his share. 

Over Production Serious 

“Over-production ja just as seri- 
ous for the manufacturer as for the 
dealer. Volume has been the basts 
of our success, but the volume must 
move quickly out of the factories if 
production is to be profitable. Heavy 
Joss may follow in the train of an 
excessive schedule. Demurrage on 
freight cars, carrying charges on 
material and labour, storage ex- 
{ pense and the refinishing of cars 
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ing shipment enn readily offset in 
one month tho profits of a quarter. 
It might bo sounder to atart with 
modest progruammes and expand. 

“Closely related ‘to the question 
of volume is the question of prices. 
Most observera believe that we are 
destined to have a lesser volume in 
tho first six months. If this be 
true, it fs fogleal that there must 
be a higher unit profit if dividends 
ure to be earned. Higher prices 
wold Involve no Injustice to the 
automobile user, for there never 
waa atime that he ‘got so much for 
the money. 
Advantage of trading in his car as 
part payment on the new car, | 

“We have always had co-operation 
in our industry; We have act 
American business in example in 
organised’ activity. It was co- 
operation that originated our auto- 
mobile show, which hna been an 
tuvaluable asset and which should 
be the means of stimulating. busi- 
ness now. We must see to it that 
our show is not subordinated to the 
private exhibits. These would be 
nothing without the main display. 

Cause of the Wighway © 

“We combined originally to make 
a market for the automobile as 
against the horse-drawn vehicle and 
other types of transportation. We 
fought together to ‘extend our ex- 
port trade. We pooled our issues to 
advance the cnuse of the highway. 
We freely exchanged patents to 
build up the quality of our cars. 
We combined ugainst * restrictive 
laws and unjust taxation. This was 
all done within the law and at a 
intense competition. 
The ombined cffort of the industry 
made industry. 

“Two phases of this co-operative 
work should be invaluable In 1930. 
We can never be too grateful for 
the highways results accomplished 
under Mr. Chapin. It is not too 
much to say that the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce to- 


gether with the American Automo- « 


bile Association, was the Christo- 
pher Columbus of the American 
highway. We first saw the high- 
ways not simply as ribbons of 
gravel, asphalt and concrete winding 
over the landscape, but as assur: 
ances of better relutions between 
sections, safeguards of our food 
distribution, text books to extend a 
knowledge of nature and factors for 
eflucation, since every. highway leads 
eventually to some school-house. 


Trafic Problems 

- "We served the nation by speed- 
ing the highway movement. Still 
more can be accomplished. New 
roads must be built where now are 
none. Super-highways must replace 
normal highways. Traffic problems 
in the cities must be solved so that 
congestion may be restricted and the 
movement of traflle facilitated. 

“Also, we face enormous expan- 
sion in our export. The founda- 
tions have been solidly laid. In 
1929, for the first time, according to 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce records, we exceeded one 
million motor vehicles gold outside 
of the United States, these having

“The six fundamentals that make 
us great are ours In undiminished 
degrec, unimpaired by the market 
slump.

“First, our natural resources, 
aprlnging from on continent which 
stretches three thousand miles from 
ovean to ocean and produces virtual- 
ly everything necessary to the life 
of n great nation. 

“Second, the genlua of our poll- 
tical Institutions, offerlng 4 they 
do cyuatity af opportunity to all. 
Moreover, it should be remembered 
that these institutions have driven 
thelr roots deeply into the soll of 
permanency. We are no longer 
young. We are actually a greybeard 
in the family of nations, for only 
Grent Britain, has retained ita pre- 
sent form of- government unchang- 
ed a3 long as ours, 

A Conxoling Thought 

“Since the Republle of Washing- 
ton sprang into existence, the 
Hapsburgs, ‘the Hohenzollerns, the 
Romanoffs and the Bourbons have 
toppled from thelr thrones, repub- 
lies and dictatorships have raplaced 
monarchies, but we go steadily and 
soundly ahead. It is a consoling 
thought that American business has 
-made its investments under the pro- 
tection of the most stable of govern- 
ments. 

“Third, the democracy of our 
public school system which denics 
not to the child of the poor, the 
education it gives to the child of the 
rich. 

“Fourth, -the invaluable contribu- 
tion ta the commonweal made hy the 
women of our country who are 
vouchsafed a recognition unparallel- 
ed elsewhere, and who have prepaid 
this consideration a thousand fold. 

“Flith, the genius of quantity 
production which speedily trans- 
lates to popular use at low cost 
every advance of science or inven- 
tion, with the result that never be- 
fore in all recorded history have so 
ymany people had so much, 

* “Sixth, there [s available abun- 
dant capital. 

“These are our resources, They 
make temporary problems seem un- 
important, They more than: suflice 
for our present needs, if properly 
used. , 

“Our Industry has had unpre- 
cedented success. But why not? 

For a goneratlon, we have been 
privileged to introduce a medium of 
individual transportation which the 
world had awaited for centurlcs. 
This advantage, and the rush of our 
lusty youth, carried us over all 
obstacles. But the pioneer days 
cannot last forever. The golden ore 
cannot always be plucked from the 
surface.

Wet Ignition 

When the ignition has become 
wet, why stop if tho’ engine docs 
not run evenly?

gear necds lubricant. Stiffness at 
Just one point fs usually an indica- 
tlon that the gear itsclf needs ad- 
Justing. 

Much timo can bo saved by test- 
Ing with the wheols jacked up, be- 


cause in an tnusually large number 


of cases the trouble fa In the gear 
ftaclf and not in the connections , 
alignment or other factors which 
Agure only when the car fa In use.

Shanghai, Last Night. 

About 80,000 National troops 
are reported to havo arrived at 
Tsinan, where the G.ILQ. of Gen- 
eval Koo Tsu-tung is established, 

The Shantung troops under Gen- 
eru) Chen iao-yuan hayo been 
transferred to the North, Icaving 
the defence of the province to be 
tnken over by the 2nd Route Army 
under General Koo Tau-tung. Tho 
! Field H.Q, at Nanking will soon 
be removed to Talnan, 

Goneral Han Pu-kui- and Shih 
Yu-shan's troops have orrived at 
Tnokow and Changtoh reapective- 
ly; the defence of Chengchow has 
been taken aver by General Wang 
Chin-yu of the 9th Army. Tho 
entire Shanai forces have, aceord- 
dng to repert, evacuated tho Ho- 
non territory. 

Yen Hsl-shan Wavering 


Yen's determination to go 
abroad js wavering, due to tha 
opposition of the clique which {es 
In favour of war, against Yen's 
going away. The Shansi militar- 
ists intend to request Yen Hal- 
shan to proceed to, Shihcehiachueng 
to direct military’ operations. 

Another report indicates that 
Yen has decided to go to Japan 
and’ membeora of his family will 
shortly proceed to Tientsin. The 
bridge and railway tracks destroy- 
ed near the Yellow River by Shan- 
sf troops have, it fs reported, been 
completely ropaired. , 

Sino-Russinn Negotiations 

The Sino-Russian negotiations 
will shortly open at Moscow, the

ELEMENT OF DOUBT

English Channel depends upon the 
nature of the ground to be tunnelied. 
Geologicn) and engineoring dim- 
culties are fkely to. be encountered, 
but they” could probably . be 
successfully overcome, Thore 
muat, however, remain an efement 
of doubt regarding practicability of 
constructing the tunnel until the 
pilot tunnel, cstimated to cost 
£5,500,000, has been ’ successfully 
driven right under the Channel, 


The Committce finds that none 
of the new forms of cross-Channel 
communication suggested to them 
can bp regarded as a satisfactory’ 
alternative to a tunnel. The cost 
of construction of the actual tyinnel” 
is estimated at about £25,000,000. - 

Private Enterprise 


The Committee consider that on 
economic grounds the work should 
bo carried out by a private enter-. 
prise and not be accorded any special 
financial assistance by the .Govern--
